Club Formed to Push Senator For 


President In 1908. 


Some recent experiments have been 
made in Bavaria in regard to prepar­ 
ing artificial cotton from pine wood, 
says an exchange, and it is said that 
the new process allows it to be made 
cheaply enough so that the artificial 
(jotton may compete ^ith the natural 
product. 
In the method which has 
ijrqyed the most successfuL the wood, 
which has had the bark removed, is 
cut into thin sticks or fibers one-six­ 
teenth of an inch or less in thickness. 
These are placed in a large horizon­ 
tal copper cylinder lined with lead, 
into which steam is passed. 
When the separating action of the 
steam on the wood fiber has been pro­ 
longed sufficiently an acid solution of 
sulphite is added and the cylinder is 
heated under a pressure of thjee at­ 
mospheres 
during 
thirty-six hours. 
The wood, which has become com­ 
pletely white, is washed and then 
passed throught 
a 
crusher. 
After 
washing again the fibers are further 
whitened by a chloride of lime treat­ 
ment. The matter which is thus ob­ 
tained is drieii and constitutes a pure 
cellulose which is then heated under 
pressure wiih a mixture of nitric and 
hydrochloric acids 
and 
chloride of 
zinc. The pasty mass thus formed is 
mixed with a little gelatine and cas­ 
tor oil, which gives a certain resist­ 
ance to the fiber. 
The cellulose is then formed into 
fine threads by a spinning machine 
and these are washed in a carbonate 
of soda solution and dried. 
These 
threads are said to form a very good 
fabric when woven and can easily be 
dyed. Although the experiments have 
as yet been carried on only in the la­ 
boratory, there Is no doubt that the 
process may be applied on a large 
scale, thus coming into the European 
market as a competitor for the Im­ 
ported cotton.

Horrible disasters are seldom miss­ 
ing from our enterprising press, says 
Collier’s Weekly. The grade crossing 
has the cli.stinction of being as perilous 
as it is avoidable, but there are plenty 
of devices almost as full of danger 
and as free from any excusing need. 
During the first three months of this 
year there were 1,787 collisions and 
1,321 derailments. It is reckoned that 
in the state of New York, where there 
is a law* for the gradual abolition of 
grade crossings, an end will come, un­ 
der this beneficent legislation, when 
800 years have 
passed and 100,000 
more individuals have been slain. 
The 
block 
system of signaling, 
which is in full force in Great Brit­ 
ain and several countries on the con­ 
tinent, is almost universally held to 
be far safer than any merely human 
agency, and one of the principal caus­ 
es of safety abroad. The quality and 
type of car used in America is also 
frequently much below what it would 
be under efficient supervision by the 
state, and there are a score of un­ 
disputed ways in which the excessive 
Clanger accompanying American rail­ 
way travel could be diminished. The

DTAD STREETS IN EUROPE. 


Some That Have Attracted Unusual 
Attention. 


Deserted towms w*ere common out 
West in the days of the land boomer, 
but deserted streets are seldom re­ 
corded in America, though they are 
fairly common abroad, says an ex­ 
change. 
Many of these are the result of liti­ 
gation. as in the case of a block of 
seven houses in Ver.saiIIes, where a 
lawsuit over an estate has left the 
property without tenants for eleven 
years. 
So w’arm has been the dis­ 
pute that the interested parties can 
not even agree upon a caretaker, and 
the middle house, once occupied by 
tbe owner of the property, is filled 
with handsome furniture and effects 
w'hicb are slowly rotting because of 
lack of care. 
Berorober, in Posen, contains tw*o 
streets of about thirty houles owned 
by a German who refuses to rent ex­ 
cept to his owrn countrymen. 
His 
Inability to secure other tenants than 
Poles has left the houses upon his 
hands for several years. 
Moscow* has a row 
of seventeen 
handsome houses left without tenants 
because of tw'o murders and a sui­ 
cide within a few months. The noto­ 
riety given the case drove out the 
tenants, and no 
others 
have been 
found willing to take chances on the 
ghostly perambulations of the trio. 
In 
Charlottenburg. 
Berlin, 
eight 
houses are imtenanted because their 
owner objected to the noise made by 
the tenants. w*hile twenty houses in 
Odessa have never had a tenant, their 
owner having run them up in such a 
hurry that the building authorities 
intervened and he w*as forced to flee 
to Constantinople. 
Budda-Pesth’s dead street is a row 
of twenty-three cottages, which no 
one will occupy. For some unexplain­ 
ed reason the death rate was four 
times the normal figures and no ten­ 
ants can be obtained.

Typewriter Trade. 


Wood and clay letters or type had 
been u sed for centu ries in Japan be­ 
fore the Anglo saxon tnou ght of print­ 
ing, says Pearson’s Weekly. 
At the 
same time it is generally believed 
that Britain first u sed metal type. 
This is a fallacy that ou ght to be ex­ 
ploded, for the little land of Korea, 
that stretches ou t into the Yellow sea 


from the body of China, was the first 
to discern the need of the new perma­ 
nent and du rable form of type. 
Korea’s pioneer font of metal type 
was bu ilt on the 
principle of the 
arch,each type being cylindrically con­ 
cave on the u nder side, so that It cou ld 
secu re a firm hold u pon a bed of bees­ 
wax which comprised the form. 
When the printer had firmly imbed­ 
ded his type In the beeswax, a 
flat 
icake lying in a shallow tray, he ap­ 
plied ligu ld ink by means of a soft 
bru sh. He then laid u pon the form a 
sheet of paper, and rolled across it a 
rou nd stick. In this way it was possi­ 
ble to strike off nearly 200 imprea- 
stons an bonr. 
Au tomatic machines were first u sed 
In Egypt, and in the old temples of 
the East devices were employed for 
au tomatically dispensing the pu rify­ 
ing water. 
A small coin (five drachmae) had 
to be dropped into the slot to set the 
mechanism in motion and secu re a 
small qu antity of' water. 
Heron, of 
Alexandria, who lived 200 years before 
the Christian era, had a machine of 
this kind constru cted for his own per­ 
sonal u se 
The "penny-in-the-slot” machine, as 
we know it today, was invented by 
Mr. Percy Everitt, who died a year or 
two ago at the Milwau kee hotel, New 
York.

“As a matter of fact, from ob­ 
servation I have come to the conclu s­ 
ion that more cheese is consu med per 
capita in that section of the cou ntry 
than in this state, where it is manu ­ 
factu red. 
“No meal is considered complete 
u nless cheese in some form is fou nd 
on the table. Try as they may. New 
York cheesemakers have fou nd it well 
nigh impossible 
to 
Introdu ce their 
produ ct. The people seem preju diced 
against it and to a connoiseu r, there 
is a great difference between New 
York and Wisconsin cheese. 
Down 
in Illinois, strange 
to relate, mu ch 
New York cheese is sold in spite of 
the fact (hat the Wisconsin produ ct 
has the preference where once tried. 
I am told that the New York dealer has 
a shade the better of it in the matter 
of rates and that it costs less to ship 
cheese from the East than from any 
point in this state to Chicago. I have 
seen as many as a score of large cars 
filled with Wisconsin cheese, standing 
on a sideing in Kansas City, waiting 
to be u nloaded. 
The thin parafine 
coating 
which 
covers 
the cheese 
makes it imperviou s to changes of 
climate. 
“Bu t even a spoiled consignment of 
cheese is not a dead 
loss. 
Rotten 
cheese finds an active market along 
the Mississippi river where it Is sold 
as fish bait. 
As su ch it often earns 
from 4 to 6 cents a pou nd, depending 
in a measu re on the valu e of good 
cheese.” 


AMERICANS DRINK MORE.

Woorley procu red some small pieces 
of gold ore and placed them in a well 
he was digging.

$170 to $250 per ton.

“It was done, and I felt no remorse 
of conscience for almost a y ear, w'hen 
God spoke to me in su ch a w'ay that 
I promised 
I w’ou ld make an open 
confession. 
“Then 
devil said y ou will lose 
every friend y ou have got, and I 
kept pu tting it off till I felt chat I 
had lied, not only to my fellow man, 
b u t to God. I then heard the voice of 
God say ing to me. ‘This is an awfu l 
thing.' 
“I felt that if I did not listen to the 
voice of God and confess my wrong 
that I w’ou ld b e forever lost. 
I now 
ask the people in general to forgive 
me. I feel that the Lord has forgiven 
me, and that the awfu l b u rden has 
b een taken aw'ay ." 
Woorley ’s neighb ors will prosecu te 
him.

recently 
demonstrated 
conclusively that it is an unrivaled 
remedy in the treatment of ty p hoid 
fever and dip htheria and is invalua­ 
b le as a 
stimulating 
tonic for the 
b rain, acting as It does when convey ­ 
ed b y the b lood stream with a p ower­ 
ful invigorating effect on the nerve 
cells of the lower b rain. 
Though it would p rove a b oon to 
b rainworkers or any one suffering at 
any time from b rain fag, its great 
cost will p revent a general use of it, 
for its action is transitory and the 
doses must b e large and frequent in 
order to have the desired effect. 
The musk used in the western world 
comes direct from China and is usual- 
ty ship p ed to England, whence it is 
distrib uted to other civilized countries. 
The grains of musk are contained in 
a p od or husk. In p rep aring the musk 
for commercial and medical uses the 
p ods are cut with scissors and the 
^ a in s shaken out, after which the 
p od is stretched and scrap ed with a 
ffne knife. 
It is only the first grade of musk 
that is valuab le as a medicine and 
Its value is vastly greater than that 
of gold, for Its exp ort p ric^ is $25 a 
dram or $200 an ounce. 
Owing to the great cost of p ure 
musk sub stitutions 
of 
the inferior 
grades are not uncommon and in ad­ 
ministering it as a medicine, p articu­ 
larly as a b rain tonic, this tendency 
toward sub stitutions 
is one of the 
hardest things to guard against. 
In 
cases where It is used as a stimu­ 
lant for a tired b rain the dose is five 
grains every two hours, and in most 
instances not than three or four doses 
are necessary b efore the desired re­ 
sult is p roduced, a comp lete invigora- 
tion, though its b eneficial results will 
b e noticeab le from the first adminis­ 
tration. AS there are sixty grains in 
a dram, each dose of this valuab le 
medicine is mwth a trifle ot'er $2, b ut 
those who have taken it aver that it 
is worth ten times that much f or its 
sp lendid effect on the b rain cells.

At night it p resents a p retty 
effect, showing a straight line up ward 
on the side of the mountain, with 
hundreds of electric lights one ab ove 
the other for 600 feet. 


Secretary Ellis, of the state heard 
of agriculture, made p ub lic y esterday 
the following official statement on the 
p resent condition ot the Missouri w.-n 
crop : 
The corn crop of the state made 
very rap id growth during the month 
of August, and a considerab le p ortion 
of the crop is sufficiently advanced to 
b e entirely safe from frost, and b y 
the time of y ear for the average date 
for the first killing frost the entire 
crop should b e safe. 
A numb er of corresp ondents, p rinci­ 
p ally in the southern p art of the state, 
note some damage during the month 
from excessive rainfall. All sections 
of the state, including nearly every 
county in the state, rep ort more or 
less damage from wind storms, this 
damage amounting from very slight to 
50 p er cent in some fields. 
The counties showing the heaviest 
damage from the wind are in the 
western p art of the state, in the terri- 
tory south of Kansas City . However, 
in many fields no damage has b een 
sustained. 
Allowing for all the damage on ac­ 
count of rain, wind and overflow, the 
crop has deteriorated 
during 
the 
month of August a little more than 
two p oints, the p resent average con­ 
dition for the entire state on the last 
day of August b eing 9 5. 
This is, however, 18 p oints ab ove 
the five-y ear average. 
The average 
condition b y sections is: 
Northeast, 
9 7; northwest, 9 1; central. 9 6; south­ 
west. 9 7; southeast, 9 2. 
There will he a great many p henom- 
inal y ields in all p arts of the state, 
and the quality will b e excellent, p ro­ 
vided we have fair weather during 
Sep temb er for rip ening the crop . 
The quality , however, in many fields 
where the corn has b een b lown down 
will b e greatly injured, b ut that in­ 
jury has b een considered in making 
up the ab ove average of 9 5 p oints. 
The p resent condition, after allow­ 
ing for all damage, indicates a p rob a­ 
b le y ield considerab ly b elow the rec­ 
ord crop of 19 02. b ut almost equal to 
the second largest y ield for the state, 
that of 189 5, when the y ield was 38 
b ushels p er acre. 
Based up on the p resent outlook, the 
state should p roduce, on the p resent 
acreage, 7,076,050, ab out 36 b ushels 
p er acre, or a total y ield for the state 
of ap p roximately 255,000,000 b ushels. 
Plowing for wheat is p rogressing 
favorab ly , and has b een almost com­ 
p leted in some sections, with a p ros­ 
p ect for a slightly increased acreage 
to b e sown this fall. 
Our corresp ondents 
generally re­ 
p ort a very unsatisfactory y ieid for 
winter ap p les; only a few neighb or­ 
hoods will have any surp lus ap p les 
for ship ment. Corresp ondents in the

Before a great while, it is p redicted, 
there will b e a great demand for dis­ 
carded cornstalks, and it will add ad­ 
ditional revenue for farmers, say s the 
Fort Way ne, Ind., Journal. The latest 
outcome of ingenuity is p ap er made 
from cornstalks. It can b e p roduced 
at one-third the cost of that from 
wood fib er and rags. It is said, too, 
that samp les of the new p ap er show 
it to b e equal to the fine goods made 
from linen. 
The cost of making p ap er from corn­ 
stalks ranges from $22 to $25 a ton, 
while that from rags and p ulp reaches 
$60 to $75. At p resent it is estimated 
that 53,000,000 tons of cornstalks rot 
annually in the fields of the western 
states. In the new p rocess every p ar­ 
ticle of the 
stock will b e utilized. 
Fine p ap er will come from the p ith, 
while coarse wrap p ing p ap er and b ox 
b oard will b e made from the hard 
outer covering. Other p ortions of the 
stalk will go into varnish, p owder, 
gun-cotton, 
p ap er 
mache, cellulose, 
lub ricants and other materials.
